The latter city 
was still a waste field of desola- 
tion, the wreckage had not yet 
been removed, there was not a 
tree or shrub left. Here and there 
shacks had been put up as tem- 
porary shelters for the survivors. 
In Theatre Street, open stalls had 
been erected where some neces- 
sities of. life were being sold. In 
Tokyo, reconstruction and clearing 
was. progressing rapidly. The 
hundreds of thousands of dead 
were being cremated. This gentle- 
man saw an ashheap as large as 
an ordinary table, representing 
40,000 people. The Japanese are 
a@ wonderfully progressive people, 
and I do not doubt that in a few 
years’ time they will have com- 
pletely recovered from the fright- 
ful disaster.”

Dear Mr. North:— 
My mother has informed me of 
your wish to hear my experiences 
inthe Japanese disaster. The 
following is a brief account of 
them. 
On the morning of the disaster 
I went down to Theatre Street, 
the busiest street in Yokohama. I 
entered one of the Japanese book- 
stores to look over the newest for- 
eign periodicals. This was a few 
minutes before twelve. It was 
whilst I was perusing a copy of | 
the Police Gazette that it all 
happened. Without the least warn- 
ing the building began to rook! 
to and fro as if it had suddenly 
been seized by some Herculean 
giant. There had been twenty or 
thirty men in that store, but as 
one man they rushed out. As 
for myself, I confess I did not act 
with much presence of mind. For 
a few moments I stood there, hes- 
itating, not knowing, indeed, the 
cause of the sudden disturbance. 
And then, as the ghastly truth

But besides the food question 
there was another that formed an 
even greater source of danger. A 
band of Koreans had joined hands 
with eight hundred convicts who 
had been liberated from the pris- 
on in Yokohama for safety from 
the fire, and were scouring the 
remnants of the city, stealing and 
setting fire to the remaining 
houses and brutally murdering 
anyone they met, whether man, 
woman or child. Every single 
man of us was armed with kat- 
ana (the ancient Japanese swords, 
which are to be found in almost 
every home and which are the 
sharpest in the world), bayoneted 
guns, spears, axes, and, in fact, 
anything one could put up a fight 
with. I myself carried a toma- 
hawk. To use a katana it takes 
an expert, a gun was hard to 
procure, and a spear is too un- 
wieldy, but with a tomahawk one 
can split a man’s skull open with 
one blow. Armed thus, the Jap- 
anese waged a war to the death 
with the Koreans and the con- 
victs. The first Korean they saw 
they just sprang on him and 
butchered him with relentless 
cruelty. -They beat his brains out 
and tore out his eyes, they cut 
they cut off his limbs one 
after the other, they burned him 
alive, they did anything they could 
think of. Such was the anger of 
the Japanese against these Korean 
fiends that they became temporar- 
ily mad. Men who had before led 
a quiet, peace-loving business life, 
suddenly became transformed in- 


and greeted each other with hands 
soaked in gore. In those days 
woe to the man who was so un- 
fortunate as to resemble in the 
slightest manner a Korean. They 
asked no questions; they just 
piled on him and killed him. In 
this way many an innocent Japan- 
ese lost his life. In Tokio from 
the first moment of the disaster 
no one was allowed to carry a 
weapon of any sort, not even the 
smallest piece of steel. The sol- 
diers did everything, and saw to 
it that the Koreans received the 


But in 
Yokohama, where there were no 
soldiers for a week, the people 


had to protect themselves. 

In short, it was not only the 
earthquake and fire that were to 
be dreaded in the disaster.

Mr. Heitzman has evolved a 
frost-fighting method which he 
intends to patent, and which 
he claims has proved success- 
ut in tests conducted in the 
co. of Los Angeles. 

é Simple Method 
: The method, as outlined ‘by 

Mr. Heitzman, is simplicity it- 

self. When a 20-year-old fruit 

tree is to be protected, a bar 

of iron one foot long and an 

inch in thickness is hung three- 

fourths of the distance up each 

matured branch. This collects 
the cold from the surrounding 
air and prevents the freezing 
of the tree, he says. For 
younger trees smaller pieces 
of iron are used. 

“But the iron will do more 
than prevent the freezing of 
trees,’’ Mr. Heitzman said yes- 
terday. ‘‘It also oxidizes the 
surrounding air so that no 
germs can live in it, and so 
eliminates the need of fumiga- 
tion.

BEE-KEEPING FACTS IN 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


(By Allie Schultz) 

One of the least-known, but 
most profitable occupations 
for the man of small means is 
bee keeping. 

A few facts regarding bees 
may be of interest to the man 
woman whose ill health 
compels an outdoor life, or 
the person who arrives here 
with but little capital for in- 
vestment. 

The California mountains, 
with their covering of fragrant 
wild flowers, the pungent odor 
of wild sage, the alluring call 
of the sweet honeysuckle, woo 
the bees to industry. 

There is no reason why wo- 
men should not make a spe- 
cialty of bee culture. There 
is, during a part of the year, 
a large amount of work con- 
nected with the colonies; this 
work centering around the lift- 
ing, but that has to a large 
extent been obviated by the 
use of hive éarts. The main 
reason that women seem to 
prefer some other mode of 
reaching the financial goal 
than by the bee route, is the 
fear of stings, but, as a rule, 
women bee keepers are no 
more nervous than men. 

Some of the mountain bee 
keepers are considering the 
importation of the stingless 
bee, which inhabits the West- 
ern Hemisphere from the nor- 
thern border of Mexico down, 
to the Argentine Republic. 
There is much to be discovered 
in relation to these insects. 
They do not attack unless pro- 
voked to fury. 

There are said to be about 
a hundred varieties of sting- 
less bees, some no larger than 
a house fly. 

A colony of bees will uswal- 





ly pay for themselves in the 


ten days during a good yield 


from natural pasturage. There 
are thousands of wild colonies 


that may be hived by the ex- 


pectant bee keeper. In fact, 
so plentiful are the wild 
swarms that the Soldiers’ 


Home apiary at Sawtelle, con- 
sisting of 230 colonies that 
were recently sold, were the 
outgrowth of a collection of 
seventeen wild swarnis. 


In Eneino Canyon a few 


‘ ~—— t vears ago a veritable treasure 
of the Chamber, states that it 8 eoeure 


of honey was found in a cave 
in the rock. There were thou- 
sands of bees at work, and a 
close estimate of the honey 
placed it at 3000 pounds. 

Désirable bee farms in the 
mountains may be rented at 
from $40 to $50 an acre, in 
protected spots upon which to 
locate from 250 to 300 colonies 
of bees. One man who had 
250 colonies produced in one 
year twenty-seven and a half 
tons of honey, at that time 
worth 8 cents a pound. 

The honey production of 
California, in-a favorable year. 
amounts to nearly 10,000,000 
pounds, the most of it coming 
from Imperial Valley. The 
produetion of the eight soutn- 
ern counties is said to be 
worth $200,000 a year. 

A half aere gives room for 
about 200 colonies of bees,
